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Nixon Role Vehemently Denied 


High Court Defied... 
Anti-Abortion 
Bill Advances

The Legislature Monday sent 


on its way to almost certain 
enactment a restrictive anti- 
abortion bill openly contemp- 
tuous ot the U S Supreme 
Court 


The measure, LB286, won 37-0 


first round floor approval after 
opponents failed to rewrite the 
proposal to meet conditions of 
the court's decision removing 
state restrictions on abortion at 
least during the first three 
months of pregnancy. 


Amendments offered by Sen. 


Dave Stahmer of Omaha at the 
request of the Nebraska Medical 
Association were turned down 
on a 9 to 31 count. 


Within The Law 


Those amendments. Stahmer 


said, would have given the state 
"the 
most conservative 
anti- 


abortion bill" it could enact 
within the law. as enunciated by 
the Supreme Court. 


But, Sen. John DeCarnp of 


Neligh, sponsor of LB286, said 
those amendments would "tacit- 
ly recognize and approve" the 
court's decision. And he opposed 
their enactment. 


Instead. DeCamp supported 


amendments proposed by Sen 
Gary Anderson of Axtell which 
clearly require the maintenance 
of life for aborted babies, 
whether by natural or life- 
support systems 


Defiance Ot Court 


Anderson's amendment, 


added to the Public Health Com- 
mittee's revised version of 
LB286. all of which was en- 
dorsed by DeCamp also placed 
the Legislature on record in 
detiance of the court. 


It scored the court's 


"legislative intrusion" into the 
issue, and defined the 
Legislature's 
intention 
"to 


provide protection of the life of 
the unborn child whenever 
possible until such protection 
can be afforded by an ap- 
propriate amendment to the 
US. Constitution." 
* 


Last week, the Legislature 


gave first stage floor endorse- 
ment to a resolution asking the 
Congress to propose such a con- 
stitutional change 


In the meantime. Anderson 


said. LB286 would allow the 
Legislature to "save as many 
lives as we possiblv can "

proposal would give Nebraska 
"a restrictive bill" and set the 
stage for a court test which 
might give the Supreme Court an 
opportunity to "alter" its earlier 
decision 


The major operative provision 


ot LB286 states. 


"No abortion shall be per- 


formed or prescribed after the 
unborn child has reached viabili- 
ty, except when necessary to 
preserve the woman from an im- 
minent peril that substantially 
endangers her life or health. 


"No abortion procedure 


employed pursuant to this provi- 
sion shall have the direct or in- 
direct effect of terminating the 
viability of the unborn child 
prior to. during or following the 
procedure." 


Viability Defined 


Viability is simply defined as 


"that stage of human develop- 
ment when the life of the unborn 
child may be continued by 
natural or life-support systems 
outside the womb of the 
mother " 


Stahmer argued that the bill 


"flies in the face of the Supreme 
Court decision" if it fails to leave 
the abortion decision at least 
during the first three months of 
pregnancy to the woman and her 
doctor. 


Many doctors will "choose to 


ignore what you did." Stahmer 
told his colleagues after they en- 
dorsed the Anderson plan They 
are more likely to listen to the 
U.S Supreme Court than to the 
Nebraska Legislature, he 
suggested. 


•We Don't Care' 


"You are saying that we don't 


care what the Supreme Court 
said " 


But DeCamp argued that the 


Stahmer proposal would 
'•eliminate any chance for a 
Supreme Court review" of its 
earlier decision, while the 
revised LB286 is "deliberately 
calculated and designed to go to 
the Supreme Court." 


DeCamp said he hopes 


Nebraskans, including the 8,217 
who wrote letters to him, now 
understand that the Legislature 
is substituting a restrictive anti- 
abortion law for what is now a 
wide-open abortion process 
governed by no law at all. 


As a man who has "not been 


granted the privilege" of 
fathering children of his own. 
but who is helping raise five 
bovs. and who spent four years 
in a monastery DeCamp said, he 
resents the criticism he has 
received as the sponsor ol 
LB286 


Critics have called him an anti- 


religious butcher of children. 
DeCamp said But his bill con- 
trols abortions now restricted by 
no state law. he said 


LB286 requires that the father 


also consent to an abortion, 
icquires physicians to mtorm the 
mother ot services available to 
assist her to carry the pregnancv 
t o l u l l term 
and a l l o w s 


hospitals physicians and other 
medical personnel to refuse to 
assist in performing an abortion

Catches Fire 


A fire truck from Raymond 


and a rig and two tankers from 
the Lincoln Fire Department 
were called to the scene to fight 
a fire which spread from the 
truck's tanks of diesel fuel to the 
packages of yarn the truck was 
carrying 


The impact of the collision 


threw a portion of the cab down 
about 50 feet from the overpass 
onto Arbor Road. The truck's 
engine and other parts were also 
scattered on the road. 


The assistant driver of the cab. 


Robert M Lee. 45. of Des 
Moines Iowa tried to pull the 
driver from the wreckage after 
the accident, but was forced 
back by flames according to the 
State Patrol

An agreement reached Sunday 


had called for the insurgents to 
quit the village after 9 a.m on 
Wednesday. The occupation is 
scheduled to end 70 days after it 
began when about 200 Indian 
militants swarmed into the 
hamlet and claimed it as their 
own. 


Thomas Oxendme, public in- 


formation officer for the Bureau 
of Indian Affairs, said the In- 
dians sent the request out of the 
village shortly before noon Mon- 
day. It was 
immediately 


accepted, he said. 


Ramon Roubideaux. an at- 


torney for the American Indian 
Movement, spent several hours 
in the village Monday and said 
afterward, 
"Everything is 


working beautifully. The occupa- 
tion is ended." 


Earlier, another government 


spokesman had expressed disap- 
pointment with a list of weapons 


and personnel turned over Sun- 
day evening by Indian leaders 
The list was the first phase of the 
disarmament agreement. It was 
to be used as a check against the 
arms turned in at the teepee 
chapel when the disarmament 
takes effect. 


Deputy Asst US Atty Gen 


Richard Hellstern told a news 
briefing the list included only a 
small-bore pistol and a peace 
pipe He said personnel listed in- 
cluded two persons known to be 
under federal indictment. 23 per- 
manent village residents and 13 
persons who were neither 
residents nor among those in- 
dicted 


Hellstern said. "We certainly 


know there have been more 
weapons in the village than are 
on the list " He said the small- 
bore pistol could not have ac- 
counted for a 100-shot salute 
Sunday afternoon at the burial of 
Lawrence Lamonte.

Watergate and so on are the ones 
that illustrate the worth of free 
discussion and a free society," 
Williams said. "This is a 
message we believe in very 
strongly." 


Other Sun team members 


aiding in the development of the 
story were assistant managing 
editor Randy Brown, and 
reporters Mick Rood, Doug 
Smith and Wes Iversen. 


The report, which took six 


months to compile, was 
published in March of last year 
and disclosed that the famed 
home for boys had a net worth of 
at least $209 million, a fund 
raising machine which garnished 
some $25 million annually in 
public donations and investment 
income, and increased its net 
worth by $16 million to $18 
million annually. At the same 
time, the report showed that 
Boys Town continued to send 
out 33 million fund raising 
letters annually "telling 
Americans it needed their 
money."

Voting Rights Law Covers Legislative Reshuffling, Court Says 


Washington (UPI) — The 


Supreme Court ruled 6 to 3 Mon- 
day that states must safeguard 
the rights of minorities by com- 
plying with the 1965 voting rights 
act in reshuffling their 
legislatures. 


Specifically, the decision 


requires Georgia to submit a 
new reapportionment plan for 
its house of representatives, and 
bars any further elections to that

The Supreme Court majority,

"such changes have the potential 
for diluting the value of the 
Negro vote." 


In other actions Monday, the 


high court: 


—Refused to extend to civil 


cases its ruling which requires 
newsmen to disclose confiden- 
tial sources to grand juries con- 
ducting criminal investigations. 


—Agreed to rule on whether 


use of a stolen credit card 
violates federal fraud statutes in 
cases where receipts are 
forwarded by mail. 


—Upheld North Carolina's 


right to deny the vote to con- 
victed felons, and agreed to 
review a New York law revoking 
the vote of those in jail awaiting 
trial or serving misdemeanor 
sentences. 


Mutual Funds' Estate-Tax Value Is 'Bid' Price 


Washington (AP) — The 


Supreme Court Monday over- 
turned a Treasury Department 
regulation which required that 
mutual fund shares be valued for 
estate tax purposes at the 
"asked" price rather than the 
lower "bid" price. 


In a 6-3 decision, the court said 


the regulation "is manifestly in- 
consistent with the most elemen- 


tary provisions" of the laws 
governing investment company 
transactions. 


The "asked" price is what a 


purchaser of mutual fund shares 
would be required to pay on a 
particular day. The "bid" price 
is the amount a shareholder 
would receive. The difference 
between the two is the sales 
charge which goes to the invest- 


ment company. 


The majority wrote, "in short, 


the only price that a shareholder 
may realize and that the fund — 
the only buyer — will pay is the 
redemption price. In the teeth of 
this face the regulation, purports 
to assign a value to mutual fund 
shares that the state could not 
hope to obtain and that the fund 
could not offer."

No political espionage in Nebraska's political parties, 


say spokesmen for both Democrats and Republicans, and 
this is not too hard to believe. Politics in Nebraska simply 
lacks the sophistication to warrant the planting of bugs, the 
stealing of files and other kinds of activities that so 
dominated affairs on the national scene the past week. 


But we ought to remember that espionage is only a part 


of what is involved in the operations that have blackened the 
Republican party since the 1972 campaign. That campaign 
also imohecl the use of large sums of money from unknown 
contributors. 


The President's re-election effort was so well heeled 


that not oven all the money could be spent before the voters 
settled things in November. In his now famous speech of 
eight days ago. President Nixon referred to the need for 
reforms in the election laws but little attention has been 
given this. 


* 
At the root of Watergate, you find a lot of things, in- 


cluding money in unlimited amounts. You may not have es- 
pionage in Nebraska but you do have far more campaign 
spending than is needed. 


In the GOP ranks, Sen. Carl Curtis has so much cam- 


paign money that he is considering making a "gift" of it to 
the state party. The Republican Senate delegation has been 
the beneficiary of campaign fund dinners even as far 
removed from Nebraska as Chicago. 


It is commonly known that GOP coffers in Nebraska are 


fat. No one is suggesting that this has resulted in anything il- 
legal in Nebraska Republican politics but it is not, in our opi- 
nion, a healthy situation. 


* 
While Democrats are not as well heeled as Republicans, 


they are becoming more solvent every year and will have a 
good chunk of money themselves to spend in the coming 
elections. Only on a little smaller scale does the Nebraska 
Democratic situation offer the same kind of risk you see in 
the Republican party. 


And the same thing is true on the national scene. 


Nationally, the Democrats always seem to be in the hole but 
they are still raising and spending millions upon millions of 
dollars and in the ranks of their contributors are many with 
plenty to gain in national affairs. 


Gov. J. James Exon has gotten nowhere with his 


proposal of tying campaign spending to the salary of the of- 
fice being sought. Maybe that is not the best approach but if 
we don't figure out something to stop the political spending 
binge we are on, then we are going to suffer many unplea- 
sant consequences. 


* 
This nation needs a tough campaign law, one that puts a 


limit on the amount that can be spent and one that calls for 
accounting procedures that cannot be ignored without in- 
curring serious criminal liability. 


It is far past time that we got lough in this area of our 


political life, and at all levels of government. The American 
people have every right to expect their government to es- 
tablish campaign practices which serve the cause of integrity 
in public office, not that serve the ends of political parties or 
those individuals seeking office. 


We seriously doubt that the public will have much con- 


fidence in any campaign spending activitity that is not 
governed by strong laws. If public confidence is to be 
restored in government at this time, it is going to demand 
honest officials and laws that seek to guarantee that honesty.

Speeder Gets A Break 


In an explanation-defying move last week, the 


Legislature tacked on to a comprehensive rules of 
the road bill an amendment prohibiting state 
patrolmen from setting speed traps. Radar 
monitoring of vehicle speeds must be done in plain 
view of the motorists, according to the rider 
proposed by Sen. Terry Carpenter. 


At this writing, the bill's fate has not been 


settled, with or without the Carpenter amendment, 
but the philosophy behind it nevertheless deserves 
comment. 


Apparently proponents believe that there 


should be gentlemen's rules for safe driving; that 
troopers should be handcuffed in pursuit of 
speeding offenders by some weird sort of spirit of 
fair play. If a cop is not in sight, let "er rip. In their 
view, it seems hidden radar units amount to en- 
trapment. It's also argued, weakly, that keeping 
patrol units plainly visible at all times on the 
highway will have the effect of slowing down traf- 
fic, rather than the reverse, even though on many 
Nebraska roads a driver can travel scores, 
sometimes hundreds, of miles without seeing a 
highway cop. 


In that situation, many motorists have been 


consciously aware ot the possibility oi a speed trap 
and they drive accordingly. 


It's also argued with some substance by op- 


ponents of the amendment that defendants could 
successfully challenge in court whether a radar unit 
was actualiy visible and thus speeding prosecutions 
would be hampered. 


The amendment, in short, would appear to en- 


courage speeding rather than discourage it and the 
provision is contrary to the concerted effort to im- 
prove bad driving habits and cut down on highway 
accidents. 


In practice, the state patrol generally operates 


on the highway, so the number of speeders it nabs 
might not be drastically reduced. 


But it's the threat of being caught that is im- 


portant. The Carpenter amendment would have 
somewhat the same effect as the Internal Revenue 
Service listing in advance all those who will be 
audited next year. Then everybody else could cheat 
on income taxes without the fear of being caught. 


Perhaps the amendment is merely a political 


ploy designed to scuttle the entire rules of the road 
bill. Whatever the reason it was proposed, the 
amendment is an interesting insight into the 
thinking of legislators at work. 


Second End In Sight 


Sen. George McGovern of South Dakota is run- 


ning hard for re-election in 1974 and he has changed 
his tune of late. He lost his home state in the 
presidential election last year and the upcoming 
senate election will be a difficult one; his re- 
election is far from a certainty in the minds of 
many observers, including the senator himself. 


MeGovern has moderated his views on a 


number of issues on the national and international 
fronts and on an issue right at home — the 
Wounded Knee occupation — he has taken a stance 
not entirely consistent with what we thought to be 
his old convictions. 


He has placed himself on the side of many of his 


constituents who are angry at the Wounded Knee 
rebels and at the federal government for not 
restoring order earlier. At another time, he might 
have been more concerned about the root of the 
problems. Of course, McGovern is not alone. He 


has embraced a majority position. 


The Wounded Knee confrontation seemed to 


be over about a month ago. It was a false ending. 
Now, after two dead, it is scheduled to be resolved 
later this week with the Indians laying down their 
arms and law violators submitting to arrest. There 
is no guarantee that will happen, but that is the 
plan. 


It would be improper to let law violators off 


scott-free and it would be naive to think that would 
would be allowed in any case. 


But if the government and the people who 


foster such desperation are to live up to their 
responsibilities, the episode can't end with only the 
prosecution of the belligerents at Wounded Knee. 


The causes will have to be pursued with the 


same energy spent in upholding the law and it will 
take national figures like McGovern to lead the 
wav. 


Dear Dr. Thosteson: Some 30 


years ago my wife was operated 
on for her thyroid. She began 
taking thyroid pills. Last year a 
FBI was taken and it showed 
contamination. The doctor told 
her to stop taking the thyroid 
pills as her blood was con- 
taminated. What does this 
mean? When will it become nor- 
mal? What are the ill effects of 
contaminated blood? — L.S.F. 


The PBI 
(protein-bound 


iodine test) simply showed your 
wife's blood was 
"con- 


taminated," but only in the 
sense that something was in- 
terfering with the chemical 
analysis sought. It does not mean 
she is "contaminated" in the 
sense that we normally think of 
and use that term. 


Certain medications, 
iodine 


for example, are possible con- 
taminants that can throw off test 
results. Even iodine from 
iodized salt or mixed vitamin- 
mineral preparations can cause 
this "contamination." 


Most likely, her doctor has 


ordered her , off the thyroid 
medicine so that he can get the 
reading he desires in a sub- 
sequent test. Four to six weeks is 
the usual period of abstinence 
before the new test can be made 
— minus the "contamination." 


It's a case of a word meaning 


one thing in medical talk and 
quite another in everyday con- 
versation.

mother recently told me that 
cats carry the germ which causes 
mononucleosis. Our daughter is 
just 
recovering 
from 


mononucleosis and we do have a 
cat. I would like to know if this 
information is correct or not. —

I know of no evidence pointing 


to the cat as a carrier. It is 
thought to be a virus-caused dis- 


ease limited usually to children 
and young adults.

WASHINGTON — Nothing 


moves this city to action like a 
thumping big scandal or a dis- 
aster. So maybe the hateful 
Watergate 
will demonstrate 


once more "the uses of adver- 
sity." 


The mood is almost right here 


for change. The idea has finally 
begun to get around the country 
— it has always been known here 
— that something is desperately 
wrong with the way men get and 
use presidential power. For the 
moment, some people are too 
sad even to speak out, some too 
angrv with the President to 
think straight, and others so in- 
trigued with the cops and 
robbers that they can't concen- 
trate on the remedies. But the 
time for emotion and rhetoric is 
about over and the time for 
legislation and action has come. 


President Nixon cannot very 


well oppose fundamental 
changes in the campaign spen- 
ding laws any longer. He is still 
trying to impose strict restric- 
tions on present and past 
members of his White House 
staff about the questions they 
can answer on Capitol Hill, but 
the days of his kind of 
"executive privilege" are over. 
Restoring executive respect is 
his problem now and even this 
won't be easy. 


Accordingly, the time has 


come to dust off the library of 
s t u d i e s , 
suggestions 
and 


recommendations for campaign 
spending reform, and get them 
into a bill that can be passed in 
this session of the Congress, 
before people forget the present 
sandals and get intfflthe fevers 


of the 
tions.

Maybe the best place to begin 


with this is not with the 
proposals of Democratic Sens. 
Philip Hart of Michigan or Birch 
Bayh of Indiana, or even the sen- 
sible suggestions of John 
Gardner of Common Cause, but 
with the careful study made by 
President Alexander Heard of 
Vanderbilt University, which 
was commissioned by President 
Nixon himself and then rejected 
because it didn't benefit the 
/'resident "s own party. 


Anyway, there has never been 


a time in this generation when 
there was a better opportunity to 
get the congressional leaders of 
botl. parties to agree on a 
transformation of the campaign 
spending rules, but the time will 
pass unless the opportunity is 
seized now. 


This applies as well to the im- . 


p r a c t i c a l 
"equal time" 


regulations of the Federal Com- 
munications Commission, which 
don't guarantee equality of 
television time in elections but 
privilege for the party with the 
most money. This is another of 
those important campaign 
regulations which everybody 
here knew was unfair, but the 
Democrats supported the the 
regulation when it favored them, 
and the Republicans did the 
same, and there was no real 
chance to change it until some 
larger scandal like the Watergate 
created the demand for fun- 
damental reform 


Nevertheless, it would be 


wrong to suggest that new laws 
on campaign spending and 
broadcasting or new definition^ 


of "executive privilege" will 
really resolve the present crisis 
in our political life. They would 
help, but the crisis is much 
deeper than that. It is not mainly 
political but philosophical, and 
the corruption is not only here in 
Washington with Maurice Stans 
and 
his black bags full of 


laundered money out of Mexico, 
but with the people and in- 
stitutions that produced the 
cash. 


The problem is the assump- 


tion that chiseling pays, that dis- 
honesty is the best policy, that 
loyalty to the President is the 
same as loyalty to the Republic, 
and that if the President's objec- 
tives or ends are good and 
honorable, his men can use any 
means to support him. including 
d i s c r e d i t i n g . 
b u g g i n g , 


burglarizing, or vilhfying his op- 
ponents. 


New rules may inhibit but 


won't remove this malicious 
nonsense. Nothing has hurt the 
President and his closest aides in 
the White House more than their 
assumption of moral superiority, 
their lectures on patriotism and 
defending the flag which they 
carry in their button holes — all 
this followed by disclosures that 
the root assumptions of fair play 
and decency in the American 
system were being corrupted by 
self-righteous manipulators, 
managers, 
hucksters, and 


burglars working out of the 
White House.

So maybe in the end the 


Watergate will do what water 
gates are supposed to do: keep 
the cattle from coming op the 
stream into the garden. It may 
also make us wonder whether 


expediency and pragmatism, 
divorced from right and wrong, 
are worthy of the American 
Republic, and even whether they 
work. This is the important thing 
about the twisters in this whole 
tragedy: They were caught. 


Espionage and sabotage in the 


American political process 
worked in the campaign but are 
now making it difficult for the 
President to govern. Many per- 
sonal tragedies are involved, but 
the important thing now is how 
to restore confidence in the 
system 


Watergate has given us a 


chance for new and important 
laws and what may be more im- 
portant, maybe even a chance to 
reconsider the value of character 
and ideals. 


"Why is it bad to shrug off the 


ideal standards of honesty in 
politics, business, and love?" 
Walter Lippmann asked back in 
1960. "Because it defeats us and 
frustrates our lives. If we do not 
harden ourselves by stretching 
ourselves to reach upward to 
these not wholly attainable 
ideals, we slump down and settle 
into flabbiness and footlessness 
and boredom . . . It is a mistake 
to suppose that there is satisfac- 
tion and the joy of life in a self- 
indulgent generation, in one in- 
terested primarily in the pursuit 
of private wealth and private 
pleasure and private success . . . 


"We are very rich, but we are 


not having a very good time. For 
our life, though it is full of 
things, is empty of the kind of 
purpose and effort that gives to 
life its flavor and its meaning." 


This is precisely the tragedy of 


Washington today.

tics once again, one might inter- 
pret a vote "Against" the 
amendment as authorizing an in- 
crease in salary greater than $4,- 
000 annually.

I feel that whenever a question 


requiring a "For" or "Against" 
response is put before the 
voters, the wording of that ques- 
tion should be such that the 
voter is left with no doubt as to 
what is being asked. It is a cheap 
political trick when the voter is 
deprived of making a choice 
because of semantics.

The strategy, Warner said, was 


formulated last Friday by "a 
group of persons in the educa- 
tion field." 


A majority of the persons at 


that meeting decided ' they 
would abandon any support this 
session of a bill to provide sub- 
stantially increased funding for 
state aid to education " Warner 
said 


"It was their decision they 


would support LB172 which has 
been designated as 'stop-gap' 
legislation providing an ad- 
ditional $20 million to augment 
the present state aid formula, 
and that they want that bill as it 
is. with no limitation on school 
expenditures 


"Their attitude substantially 


dims the possibility of enacting 
more equitable and greater state 
aid for schools this session." 


Warner, chairman of the 


Education Committee and 
author of the state aid program, 
is chief sponsor of LB472, a bill 
which ultimately would have 
state sales and income taxes 
paying one-half of public school 
operating costs 


Warner said he believes 'it is 


wrong to simply dump more 
funds into the present law 
without a limitation on spen- 
ding 


"'If the taxpayers of Nebraska 


want property tax relief, there is 
only one way to get it and that is 
to advise their senators they do 
not want a state aid bdl which 
City Is Spy Center?

Fluoridation Measure Passed

The Legislature gave a 28-15 


final approval vote Monday to a 
bill which would require 
municipalities to fluoridate 
water supplies unless the voters 
decide otherwise. 


The bill, LB449, carries an 


effective date of January 1, 1975 
and represents a reversal of 
existing laws on* the 
local 


fluoridation question. 


U n d e r 
c u r r e n t 
laws, 


municipalities can fluoridate 
only if they ha\e voter approval. 
The bill given final approval 
would require fluoridation un- 
less voters adopt a prohibition 
ordinance. 


R e g u l a t i o n s 
g o v e r n i n g 


fluoridation. according to the 
bill, would be established by the 
State Health Department. 


The measure was authored by 


Sen. 
Thome Johnson of Fre- 


mont. 


Initially, the lawmakers 


weren't going to take the matter 
up Monday. 


The decision to hold off action 


came about as the result of an 
e a r l i e r decision of the 
Legislature not to take up any 
bills requiring an appropriation. 


Sen. Richard Marvel of 


Hastings, the chairman of the 
Budget Committee, however, 
said in response to a number of 
questions that the bill didn't 
need an appropriation. On that 
basis, the lawmakers proceeded 


to vote on the bill.

Blue Cross-Blue Shield 
Told To Roll Back Rates 


OMAHA, Neb. (AP)-Blue 


Cross-Blue Shield of Nebraska 
has been found in violation of 
Phase II wage-price guidelines 
and will roll back premium rates 
for most policy holders in the 
area of $500,000, according to 
Richard P. Vinal, district di- 
rector of Internal Revenue for 
Nebraska. 


The Internal Revenue Service 


said Monday the company had 
increased premium rates for 
most of its policy holders during 
1972 in excess of the Economic 
Stabilization guidelines set up 
during that period. 


Blue Cross-Blue Shield of Ne- 


braska will automatically give 
credit against future premiums 
for bank depositors and merit 
and non-merit rated lines of 
business, which includes most 
policy holders in Nebraska, the 
IRS said. 


The IRS said that at the time 


of the rate increase, the com- 
pany was classified as a Tier III 
company Tier II companies are 
firms with gross sales of less 
than $50 million dollars and as 
such they were not required to 
pre-notify the Price Commission 
of their rate increases The IRS 
said the violation was discovered 
following a review of the firms's 
records. 


Blue Cross-Blue Shield said in 


a news release that the IRS 
tound that rate increases were 
$485.815 in excess of what the 
government considered appro- 
priate 


The company said, "Although 


Blue Cross-Blue Shield did not 
agree with the government's in- 
terpretation of the regulations 
and guidelines, since the roll- 
back amounts to less than one 
per cent of total premiums 
charged, the company agreed to 
give this amount as a credit 
against future premiums to 
various groups." 


The statement said company 


officials "feel that irrespective 
of the government's review of 
Blue Cross-Blue Shield of Ne- 
braska's rate making proce- 
dures, the subscribers would 
have received the benefit of the 
reduction in inflationary trends 
of the cost of health care by ap- 
propriate adjustment of future 
premiums "

Elimination of two faculty 


jobs as part of a recent realloca- 
tion of financial resources at the 
University of Nebraska-Lincoln 
has led a faculty committee to 
begin a study of "financial 
exigency" and what it means 


"We're trying to protect facul- 


ty security and at the same time 
recognize that if work is no 
longer required or needed it has 
to be eliminated," said Law 
Prof. Wallace Rudolph, who is 
chairing the special committee. 


The two faculty jobs, or 


budget lines, were eliminated in 
the College of Engineering when 
the college cut back its 1973-74 
budget to meet the terms of the 
reallocation of dollars as deter- 
mined by the campus ad- 
ministration. 


Gave Back 5 
f'< 


In the reallocation process, 


totally an internal UNL campus 
matter, each college was asked 
to "give back" to the campus ad- 
ministration, on paper, an 
amount equal to five per cent of 
its budget 


The chancellor's office then 


took the $1 million accumulated 
and, on the basis of several 
criteria, reallocated 
those 


dollars. 


The College of Engineering, 


where enrollment has fallen off. 
got back less of the financial pot 
than it put in. The college cut 
back and in the process 
eliminated two jobs 


Since no procedures for such 


eliminations had been deter- 
mined, the chancellor's office 
and the faculty senate liaison 
committee 
decided a faculty 


study of the matter was ap- 
propriate. 


3 Ideas Sutided 


Rudolph, president of the 


UNL faculty senate, said the 
special committee is studying 
three concepts which it may m- 
clude in g u i d e l i n e s 
for 


eliminations 


One. he said, is "financial 


exigency. ' a term used but not 
defined in the Board of Regents 
bylaws. 


Rudolph said the faculty will 


probably insist financial exigen- 
c> be limited to a "very narrow 
definition . . . almost to the 
point you can't fire anybody un- 
elss there's less total dollars (in 
the UNL budget) than before." 


A second concept he called 


"financial 
constraint " which 


"really relates to needing money 
to develop new programs " 


And the third concept 


R u d o l p h 
called 


"reorganization." 
an idea he 


said would refer to "developing 
standards for discontinuance of 
programs no longer viable even

if you don't need the money 
someplace else " 


Second Concept 


Since the Lincoln 
campus 


reallocation was designed as a 
way to put existing dollars into 
higher need or priority areas, it 
would probably fall into the se- 
cond concept of "financial con- 
straint." but it may come close 
to the "reorganization" which is 
expected in the university in 
coming years 


Rudolph said his committee, 


which includes representatives 
from the faculty academic plan- 
ning committee, the American 
Association 
of University 


Professors and the American 
Federation of Teachers, wants 
to insure "faculty input all along 
the line." 


While recognizing that internal 


reorganization to meet changing 
needs may require elimination 
ot some positions Rudolph said 
his committee also wants to 
build in procedures "so changes 
cannot be used just to get rid of 
particular people " 


Rudolph said his committee 


will probably recommend that 
each college form a faculty com- 
mittee to help the college deter- 
mine criteria for position 
eliminattion 


Identify Priorities 


•\t the same time, he said, 


academic planners should be 
asked to develop criteria for 
program elimination, and the 
colleges should identify "which 
programs are the least and the 
most important " 


II "you develop a list ahead of 


time of which programs are 
most likely to go." he said, the 
list will alert faculty members in 
those programs that they need to 
either work hard to improve the 
programs or look for other work. 


Rudolph said he would suggest 


that a three-year phase-out be 
established for any program "so 
faculty members who cannot be 
absorbed" in other UNL 
programs may look for other 
employment. 


The three years, he said, 


would begin with the first iden- 
tification of a program as a low 
priority. 


"We recognize with further 


reorganization there are going to 
be further lines eliminated." 
said Rudolph 
This year, he 


added, most colleges found non- 
personnel funds to give up in the 
reallocation and many colleges 
got much of the money back 


"With subsequent shifts." he 


said "we know a number of 
lines may be eliminated " 


He said his committee is 


trying to insure that those 
eliminations are not arbitrary, 
and that they are effected with 
faculty 
participation along 


criteria based on academic 
program priorities 


Officers Told Obscenity Laws 
Never To Vanish Completely 


The U.S Supreme Court will 


never do away with all obscenity 
laws Lincoln City Prosecutor 
Jerry Nelson Monday told law 
enforcement officers at the 20th 
Annual Law 
Enforcement 


Institute 


Nelson said that although the 


Supreme Court has ruled that 
adults have the right to receive 
and 
possess "obscene" 


materials, the court has ruled 
"time and time again" that 
states have the right to regulate 
the distribution of obscene 
materials. 


Court decisions also provide a 


rough guide as to what materials 
will be ruled obscene, according 
to Nelson

Nelson reminded officers that 
the court was trying to protect a 
precious right 


N e l s o n i n d i c a t e d t h a t 


excessive zeal in stamping out 
obscenity "could lead to book 
burning and the supression of 
legitimate expression " 


"They (court rulings) are to 


protect vou." Nelson told the of- 
ficers attending the session at 


the Nebraska Center for Con- 
tinuing Education. "They re to 
protect someone who is writing 
something with redeeming social 
vdlue "

would lose three spades, a club 
and a heart. 


Another possibility is to lead a 


low heart to the queen at trick 
two. This would lose to East's 
ace, as expected, and back 
would come a spade. You would 
now be able to make the con- 
tract if the opponents' hearts 
were divided 3-3 or if the club 
finesse succeeded. But, in the 
actual case, both chances would 
fail and this time you would 
finish down two. 


However, 
there is still 


another way of playing the hand 
and this, considering the bid- 
ding, is the proper plan to adopt. 
It is based on the virtual cer- 
tainty that East, for his over- 
call, has the ace of hearts, and 
once this is conceded the con- 
tract is absolutely unstoppable. 


At trick two you enter dummy 


with a diamond and lead a low 
heart back. This play presents 
East with a tantalizing di- 
lemma. If he goes up with the 
ace, you have nine tricks 
without a finesse — three 
hearts, 
two spades, two 


diamonds and two clubs. 


If he doesn't go up, you win 


with the jack and speedily 
abandon the suit, shifting to the 
A-K and another club. This also 
produces nine tricks, namely, 
four clubs, two spades, a heart 
and two diamonds.

Council Questions Mayor's Revenue Sharing Plans

Mayor Sam Sohwartzkopf's 


proposed revenue sharing 
package got bounced around by 
several council members Mon- 
day. 


At issue was the mayor's 


proposed BWS f«r the city's third 
revenue sharing check, totaling 
$954.141. 


Several City Council members, 


including Helen Boosalis. Steve 
Cook and Harry Peterson, 
voiced discontent over those 
recommendations, instead 
calling for the inclusion of some 
'•people" programs. 


Public Hearing 


A public hearing on the 


mayor's proposal will be held 
next Monday. 


The projects listed by the 


ma\or include: 


- -S275.000 subsidv to the Lin- 


coln Transportation System 


—$200,000 to the Police 


Department to nire and equip 20 
new police officers 


—$119.000 for storm sewer 


construction 


-$110.000 for an addition to 


the Street Department building 
at Wmthrop and South. 


-$70.000 to the Park Depart- 


ment for additional tree plan- 
tings. 


-$70.000 to the Fire Depart- 


ment for a new fire station in the 
eastern area of the city. 


—$45,000 for a new fire engine 


for that station. 


—$40.000 for paving of vacated 


7th. from H to J. which will add 
100 new off-street parking stalls 
for city vehicles. 


—$25.000 for a station library 


for reader service in an area 
designated by the Library Board. 


Schwartzkopf explained that 


the third entitlement covers the 


period from Jan. 1 through June 
30 


June 30 Deadline 


He said that the Treasury 


Department is requiring a report 
on the city's plans for the $954.- 
141. That report must be filed by 
June 20 


Previously, the city has 


received $1.7 million in revenue 
sharing for 1972. With the ad- 
ditional funds expected through 
June, 1974, the mayor reported 
that a total of $3.6 million can be 
budgeted in this year's fiscal 
budget, beginning Sept. 1. 


Both Mrs. Boosalis and Peter- 


son ponted out that no social ser- 
vices are included in the mayor's 
list. 


'Can't Support This' 


Peterson said, "I can't support 


this." and suggested that ap- 
proval of the recommendations 
be held up. 


However, Schwartzkopf 


pointed out that the report must 
be submitted by June 20 and said 
delay was impossible. 


When asked by Councilman 


Dick Baker what programs he 
wanted incloded for funding, 
Peterson replied, "Housing. We 
haven't hit housing problems 
hard enough." 


However. Schwartzkopf said 


that revenue sharing funds could 
not go for housing.

Mrs. Boosalis questioned the 


need for 20 additional 
policemen. And Peterson 
pointed out that at the last 
budget session, the Police 
Department requested 14 ad- 
ditional officers. Funds for eight 
eventually were approved. 


Mrs. Boosalis asked if the 


public hearing was just a routine 
measure to satisfy 
federal 


guidelines, or "do we really 


want to bear what the public has 
to say?" 


Councilman Merle Hale said. 


"Let's not hold this up because it 
(the list) doesn't include all the 
things it should." 


Peterson responded that the 


council members previously 
have discussed revenue sharing 
projects — and that this list did 
not appear to include many of 
those items. 


Cook suggested that since 


there is a limited amount of time 
to approve the third entitlement, 
that the mayor's list be approved 
as is, but that the council "close- 
ly scrutinize" the future revenue 
sharing lists. 


Pickup Truck Forking 
Ban Lifted By Council 


By a narrow margin, the City 


Council Monday lifted the ban 
against parking pickup trucks on 
Lincoln residential streets. 


The ordinance allows the 


parking of pickups and 
motorized mobile homes which 
fit within the seven feet in width 
and 18 feet in length limitation. 


The vote was 4 to 3. 
Council members Dick Baker, 


Merle Hale, Dick Hartsock and 
Bob Sikyta voted for the 
proposal, while Helen Boosalis, 
Steve Cook and Harry Peterson 
voted against it. 


Height Restrictions 


Both Peterson and Hale 


wanted additional height restric- 
tions included in the ordinance. 
However, when no amendments 
were forthcoming, both law- 
makers ended up on opposite 
sides of the fence on the issue. 


The parking of semi truck 


trailers, cabin trailers and trac- 
tors on residential streets still is 
prohibited. 


Hale pushed for a height 


restriction, saying that some 
pickups "even have boats 
strapped on top," causing sight 
problems at intersections. 


Sikyta, who spearheaded the 


drive for the liberalized or- 
dinance, noted that there are no 
height restrictions "on how high 
a guy can pile luggage on top of 
his station wagon." 


'Once Or Twice' 


Mrs. Boosalis responded. 


"That might happen just once or 
twice — that kind of thing is not 
the problem. It's having the 
bigger pickups parked on the 
street day after day. It's not es- 
thelically pleasing." 


Sikyta countered that pickup 


truck owners are being dis- 
criminated against since many 
people use the trucks as a second 
vehicle and still pay higher 
license fees. 


Mrs. Boosalis said, "The guy 


isn't paying more money for his 
license so he can park on the 
street — the license has nothing 
to do with it " 


Cook said the problem is and 


has been enforcement. 


In the past, the parking ban 


has been enforced by the Police 
Department on a complaint 
basis only. Cook recommended 
that all objectionable items 
should be spelled out in the or- 
dinance. 


Baker added that maybe 


naming such restrictions is the 
answer, but that selective en- 
forcement is undesirable. 


On the ensuing vote approving 


the proposal, Mrs. Boosalis com- 
mented, "I guess we can refer all 
our complaints to Mr. Sikyta."'

The City Council Monday 


deadlocked 3 to 3 on a zoning 
request to build a controversial 
condominium office center adja- 
cent to the East Hills Country 
Clnb 


Voting for Joe Hampton's 


application were council 
members Merle Hale. Dick Hart- 
sock and Bob Sikyta. Dick 
Baker, Helen Boosalis and Harry 
Peterson opposed the plan. 
Councilman Steve Cook declared 
a conflict of interest and did not 
\ote. 


The matter will be held over 


until next Monday, when 
another roll call vote will be 
held. 


Hampton's plan to build ten 


office buildings at 70th and Lin- 
colnshire Rd. has come under 
fire from area residents. 


Hampton told the council 


Monday that he would enter into 
a restrictive covenant limiting 
the uses of the ground with abut- 
ting property owners. He said 
those residents had agreed to 
that arrangement. 


Baker noted that he lives 


"within about 250 feet of this 
proposal." commenting that he 
was in "somewhat of dilema" 
since the planning commission 
had recommended approval of 
the plan. 


Planning Director Doug 


Brogden reported that council 
approval of the plan would make 
it more difficult to refuse other 
xoning changes to commercial 
use to the north on 70th. 


However. Sikyta said each 


/oninp application should stand 
on its own merits. 


Mrs. 
Boosalis added. "But, 


\ou have to consider the effect 
(such a /oning change would 
have) on surrounding land." 


In other action the council 


first defeated, then tabled action 
on Western Realty's application 
for a xoning change at West A 
and So. Coddington. 


The company 
wants to 


develop a 36-acre tract on the 
northwest corner of the intersec- 
tion into residential dwellings 
and a shopping area around a 
portion of a five-acre lake. 


The area lies just outside the 


western edge of the city limits, 
with about half the land lying 
within the 100-year Middle 
Creek flood plain. 


The plan had been opposed by 


area residents. 


The council first defeated the 


application 4 to 3. However, at- 
torney Dave Pierson suggested 
that the council just approve 
residential zoning on the entire 
site and delete the commercial 
zoning. 


The council tabled the matter 


one week for further study. 


In other action postponed ac-

downtown Madrid on Monday 
demanding that the Spanish 
Cabinet resign and calling for 
more power for the army and 
police. 


Led by members of the right- 


wing Falange. an estimated 5.- 
000 persons joined the well 
prepared demonstration after a 
funeral Mass for a political 
policeman ambushed 
and 


stabbed to death during an- 
tigovernment protests on May 
Day. 


Political sources said the inci- 


dent could force a Cabinet 
shakeup. But most said they 
expected the country's durable 
leader. Gen. Francisco Franco, 
to wait until the situation cooled 
before taking any action. 


Police turned the demonstra-

For instance, by 53- 
36%, a majority agree that "it is 
hard to believe that, with his 
closest assistants involved in 
Watergate, President Nixon did 
not know about the planning and 
the later cover-up of the affair." 


By 45-38%, a plurality is inclined 
to believe the President, when 
he said he did not know about 
the Watergate bugging "until 
after the men were caught 
breaking in last June." 
However, by 49-35%, a plurality 
hold the view that Nixon 
probably did know about the 
"attempts to cover-up White 
House 
involvement 
in 


Watergate." 


Thus, the most difficult part of 


the President's story for people 
to believe is that nine months 
went by before he realized that 
major parts of White House in- 
volvement in the cover-up had 
been kept from the public.

A Sports Phenomenon 


One of the great sports phenomenons of today is the 


way amateur and club pro golfers continue to support 
local qualifying for the U.S. Open. 


The United States Golf Association said Monday 3,679 


golfers from throughout the United States had filed en- 
tries for this year's Open to be held at Oakmont, Pa., June 
14-17. 


The entry fee alone — $40 — should be enough to dis- 


courage most golfers and in order to be eligible a golfer 
must carry a handicap of two or less. 


The odds against the amateur or the club pro making 


it to Oakmont are astronomical and anyone qualifying to 
go to Oakmont probably needs a friendly banker as badly 
as he needs a caddy 


Take someone from out-state as an example. To play 


in the local qualifying at the Lincoln Country Club on May 
21, it probably means a motel room, plus caddy fees and 
mileage. 


If he happens to qualify for sectional play, that means 


going to Denver, St. Louis or Chicago — two nights in a 
motel, transportation, meals and caddy fees. 


If the entrant is fortunate enough then to qualify for 


the Open itself at Oakmont, he's faced with nearly .a week 
m a motel, plus meals, both probably at jacked-up prices, 
caddy fees and getting to Oakmont and back home. 


If a golfer from North Platte can qualify for the final 


field of 150 in the U.S. Open and play in it for less than 
$1,200 to $1,500, he ought to go into the Tour and Travel 
business. 


But the expense factor isn't the only obstacle the 


amateur or club pro golfer must overcome 


From 3,679 To 117 


Because 33 players are exempt from either local or 


sectional qualifying, only 117 spots are open for the 3.679 
golfers, who have paid their $40 for two 18-hole rounds at 
sites such as the Lincoln Country Club on May 21 


This year's total entry of 3,679 is well below that 


record of 4,279 set in 1971 and also below the 4,196 that 
entered a year ago. 


Much of the decrease undoubtedly is a result of a 


tougher stand taken by the USGA on the two-stroke han- 
dicap requirement 


The USGA has warned that any amateur falsifying his 


handicap is liable for indefinite disqualification 
from 


future USGA events. 


To carry out this threat, the USGA has said an in- 


vestigation of an amateur's handicap might be deemed 
worthwhile if the amateur fails to come within the course 
rating b\ 15 strokes during his local qualifying rounds. 


Whether the golfer is subject to an inquiry if he fails 


to come within the 15-stroke figure in both rounds or in 
either rounds depends on which USGA literature you 
happen to use 


Either Or Both 


L M Rose of Fairbury challenges a statement 


earned in this space recently that a golfer failing to come 
within 15 strokes in either round might be subject to the 
inquiry 


"the USGA has interpreted the 15 stroke limit on any 


amateur playing in the U.S Open differently than you 
state." he writes "They must have more than 15 strokes 
on BOTH rounds to be possibly investigated

RR Crossing 
Accidents 
Total Is 202 


Tom Ryan, director of the 


State Accidents Records Bureau, 
said Monday there were 202 
motor vehicle-train accidents in 
Nebraska in 1972, and not 137 as 
reported by the Public Service 
Commission (PSC). 


The Star, in a special report 


April 30 dealing with hazards to 
motorists at railroad grade 
crossings, used the statistics 
supplied by the PSC to illustrate 
motor vehicle-train accidents. 


PSC records listed 37 deaths 


and 88 persons injured in the 137 
accidents reported. 


Ryan said official records for 


the state show that the actual 202 
motor vehicle-train collisions 
across Nebraska last year in- 
volved 206 vehicles In those ac- 
cidents. Ryan said 115 occurred 
during the day, and 87 at night 


He said in the statewide ac- 


cidents, 101 persons were in- 
jured, 33 were lulled and 25 were 
uninjured. 


Of the 33 deaths. 24 occurred 


in rural areas, Ryan said He 
pointed out that 22 of the 24 
rural area accidents resulting in 
deaths took place on county road 
grade crossings, only two fatal 
accidents occurred on the state 
roads system 


The breakdown for the 202 


total accidents (involving the 206 
vehicles* includes 134 cars. 68 
trucks two farm tractors, one 
motorcycle and one motor 
grader, according to Ryan

"We do haul a lot of possum 


out of this town," said Bernard 
Pattoq, superintendent of the 
Lincoln Humane Society. 


The oppossum, often taking 


their daylight naps in a home 
window well, are usually just 
removed to Wilderness Park, 
said Patton 


But the Society, in charge of 


animal control and animal 
welfare for the city, does its 
biggest business in cats and 
dogs. Last year 9,290 dogs and 4,- 
937 cats, alive and dead, came 
through the Society shelter's 
doors at 2320 Park Blvd. 


Some animals were returned 


to their owners, others put to 
sleep, but through the Society's 
adoption program, 1,842 animals 
including 1,268 dogs, 494 cats 
and 180 miscellaneous animals 
found their way into new homes. 


But while the animals stay at 


the shelter, they must eat. An- 
nually more than 14,000 lapping 
tongues devour almost 16 tons of 
dog food. "I try to buy all I can 
at railroad warehouse salvage," 
said Patton, for 32,000 pounds of 
dog food brings a hefty price. 


The faces at the shelter are not 


all animals however. Many Lin- 
colnites drop in to look over 


animals or pick out a new pet. 
And each year school groups, 
Girl and Boy Scout troops take 
guided tours. In 1971, 1,078 
children accompanied bv 22 
adults took the tour, shelter 
figures show 


The youngsters, like these 


scouts in the pictures, not only 
see the adoptable pets, but they 
also meet some of the shelter's 
lifelong residents, including any 
abandoned Easter chickens who 
make it to adulthood 


Permanent residents include 


Cinder, a pony named during a 
Gateway Shopping Center con- 
test, a 13-year-old Nanny goat 
and an angora goat who will visit 
this summer at the Children's 
Zoo 


A one-year-old lamb, now a 


Society permanent pet, was 
abandoned in Pioneers Park last 
year when it was less than a 
week old The Shelter staff bot- 
tle fed the baby to healthy 
adulthood, Patton said

OMAHA, Neb. (AP)-An 


economist said Monday Ameri- 
cans on a spending spree since 
the announcement of the Viet- 
namese ceasefire have helped 
trigger the recent inflationary in- 
creases. 


Dr. Jacob 0. Kamm, a former 


economics professor and now an 
Ohio based mining company 
executive, was in Omaha to 
speak at the annual convention 
of the Nebraska 
Bankers 


Association. 


He said consumer spending ac- 


tivity this year has resulted in a 
rise in prices similar to that 
which occurred after World War 
II and the Korean War. 


"There's a lot of pent up pur- 


chasing power that is being set 
loose now that the war's over." 
Kamm said. "People who saved 
money during the war years are 
more relaxed about the future 
now and are spending." 


He said consumer buying has 


put pressure on the supply of 
goods, resulting in price hikes. 
But he predicted that the in- 
flation rate will level off as the 
year progresses because there 
should be a natural slowdown in 
consumer spending. 


Kamm said he wasn't con- 


cerned about the economy ex- 
panding too fast, resulting in 
even steeper inflation. He said 
the prices rise because the sup- 
ply of raw materials and fin- 
ished products can't keep up 
with the enormous demand. 


He said "industry still hasn't 


reached its production capacity 
and we still have five per cent of 
the labor force unemployed." 
meaning employers have not 
sapped the worker rolls trying to 
meet production requirements. 


Kamm said the supply prob- 


lem should improve now that 
manufacturing 
capacity for- 


merly expended for the Viet- 
nam War now can be used for 
domestic production. 


The major problem facing the 


economy today, he said, is oil 
imports which contribute heavi- 
ly to the U S. balance of 
payments deficit. 


Kamm said the U.S. will have 


to take steps to cut trade deficits 
in other areas to help ease the 
impact of the oil imports. He 
said steps should include pulling 
troops out of Western Europe 
unless the Europeans lend finan- 
cial support, and somehow 
limiting American travel abroad. 


Kamm said increasing ex- 


ports of farm products is anoth- 
er way to ease the payments 
problem. Last year, he said, the 
U.S. exported $2.9 billion more 
in farm products than it im- 
ported 


He said estimates show that 


increased 
hum 
productivity 


could hike the trade surplus by 
another $7 to $8 billion by 1980. 
However, he said. American 
food prices will have to remain 
high to encourage farmers to in- 
crease production.
